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This Report should have been sent to the Legislature at the commence- 
ment of the Session, with the Reports of:other Territorial Officers ; it how- 
ever, could not be done, as almost all the County returns upon which to hase the 
general Report, were not made until the expiration -of the time allowed by 
Law, and many of them not until after that day—the 20th of December.— 
The Reports from Sarpy Gounty did not reach my office until after January 
Ist, and part of the Douglas County Reports were not received until yester- 
day, (January 7th.) The necessity of a modification of the Law, so as to re- 
quire Reports to be made to this office in time for the Annual Reports to be 
made at the beginning of the Session, is apparent to all, and needs no argu- 
ment from mein its favor. 

I have found, in many cases, such a vagueness exists in tho Law bear- 
ing upon the subject, that Justices of the Peace, and other officers whose du- 
ty is to collect fines and other moneys belonging to the School Fund, either 
neglect their duty in collecting the fines, or, having collected them, make no 
returns to the proper officers, and the amounts are consequently lost to the 
School Fund. All Justices of the Peace, and Clerks of Courts, should be by 
law compelled to make reports at stated times and to pay over to the proper 
officers all moneys collected by them, under a penalty for neglect. 

A law, approved Jan'y 13th, 1860, requires the Territorial Commissioner 
to investigate the official acts, and settle the accounts of former County Su- 
peripntendents, This act needs somo amendments. In the investigation of 
the accounts of some of the former Superintendents, I have found evidences 
of their having received nearly nine hundred doliars ($900 00) for the ex- 
penditure of which, I can find no vouchers. The District Attorneys have 
declined to prosecute these cases, because there are no fees for the seryice 
provided by law. If I had the authority to employ counsel to prosecute, or 
if fees were provided for the District Attorneys, the sum above named could 
be recovered. À 


There should be some more certain means devised for the collection of the 
revenue arising from fines, etc. In one of the Counties, a fixe was imposed 
of $20 Q0, which belongs to the School Fund, but which we are unable to 
colles because the County has no Jail in which to confine the defendant, and. 
he has no pragetty in his own name which can be taken. He offers, howev- 
er, if a bond and mortgage upon real estate will be taken, to sooure the pay- 
ment of the fine in five years, and interest at 10 per cent. per annum, (paya- 
ble semi-annually}. If this arrangement could be made, this fine and other 
amounts due the School Fund might be recovered, otherwise we shall never 
get them. 


There appears to be an indefiniteness in the License Laws, which gives 
room for conflict between the City and County authorities. As for instance 


^ sns HET VR AS r2 
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the Board of Aldermen at Nebraska City for the year 1859, authorized the 
City Treasurer to receive the “City Scrip” for License fees, against, at least, 
the implied intent of the Law. The value of this scrip is very greatly 
depreciated and the City declines beiag responsible’ to the School Fund 
for its par value. In consequence of this act of the City Council and the 
non-enforcement of the little law there is for the collection of licences, Otoe 
county has lest during the past two years nearly three thousand dollars of 
her proper School Funds. 

The necessity for having a volume of the School Laws-printed for the use 
of School Officers in the Territory, is sufficiently set forth by the difficulty 
they have found in performing their duties. Soon after I assumed the du- 
duties of my office, I prepared a volume with notes, explanations, instruc- 
tions, and forms, and advertised for proposals for printing it. R. W. Furnas, 
of Brownville, being the lowest bidder, the work was awarded to him. Before 
it was sent to the printer however, the discovery was made by several legri 
minds, that the law had no provision for defraying the expense; although my 
views at the time were that any Jaw requiring work of that character to be 
done, necessarily carried with it the authority to pay for it. However, as it 
would have involved a law snit, and much delay in getting the Laws into the 
hands of the people, and the necessity for amendments were becoming more 
and mere apparent, I abandoned the ides of publication at that time, and 
now present the Laws with a full set of mariginal notes, forms, ete., asa 
part of this Report, and earnestly recommend the passage of an order for 
their immediate publication.

My aceount against the Territory for expenses connected with the selec- 
tivu-, was $262.00, which was allowed in Territorial Warrants, and on which 
owing to their depreciated valne, I realized $150 00. 

Should Congress make an appropriation of School Lands in lieu of 
sections 16 and 36, lying within the Half Breed tract, and fractional Town- 
ships, as asked for in the memorials of the present Legislature, it will be 
necessary to select 20,000 acres more. 

Aecording to the instructions of the Land Officers at Washington, the 
selections had to be made in the same townships in which the deficiency 
occurred, if practicable; or, if good lands were not to be found therein, 
then in the adjacent townships. This required much travel, from the fact 
that the fands lay far aparf—in the South Platte Land District, as far as 
liity miles west from the river. 

The work was delayed from the fact that there was no special officer to 
give it his attention, until the Commissioner was required to do so, and in 
tbe mean time the be : tracts of land, near to those for which selections 
were to be made, had noily all been taken up. The consequence was 
that a Surveyor had to i o o.. ployed, and a careful examination of the vacant 
land pade, before we wsie alowed to record the selections, I believe that 
the scleetions which I 1. .ve made are of the best lands that could be found, 
and that they will be «£ creat benefit to the School Fund of the Territory. 


I again call the earnest attention of the Legislature to the fact that very 
wany entries of Scho) Lints which have been made, are fraudulent, and ean 
be easily broken if ti. ; r ior authority is given to call and pay witnesses? 
and to pay as Attorney. l : 

There i3 no questio : in my mind of the illegality of a number of the entries 
in cach of the Land Di-rviets, and had I the power to compol the attendance 
uf witnesses, I am sure that I can prove enoagh to cause the cancellation of 
almost all of them, and which, if we could secure them, would be of vastly 
more value than the selections made in lieu of them, which would, of co'.:se, 
be erased from the Plat Books on the cancellment of the entries. 
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Aneighty-acre tract near Nebraska City, worth at least one hundred dol- 
lors per acre, had been entered fraudulently, but by the exertions of Wm. R. 
Craig, while Superintendent of Schools in Otoe County, through the instru- 
mentality of Messrs. Young & Niles, of Washington City, the entry was can- 
eelled, and this valuable tract recovered to the School Fund. I will here 
remark, that the firm above alluded to, acted upon a contract with the Super- 
intendent of Otoe County, and were promised a fee of three hundred dollars, 
if successful. Their bill has never been paid—and, as it is eminently a just 
one, I would recommend that an appropriation be made to pay it. 

All of which is, with the accompanying documents, respectfully submitted.

County Reports. 


BURT COUNTY. 


Crxnk'8 Orricz, Burr Country, N. T. 
Texama, November 26th, 1860. | 

I herewith submit the following report together with a copy of all reports 
made to my office by the several Township Boards of Education. 

There has teen no school funds in the Treasury previous to the present 
year, consequently no apportionment was made. 

Not having yet received the records belonging to the office, I am unable 
te report upon official bonds. 


There was a School Tax levied for last year, but owing to some illegality 
was not collected, The County School Tax levied for the current year, is 
at the rate of five mills upon the dollar valuation, and amounts to nine 
hundred and eleven dollars and fifty-seven cents, about three hundred 
dollars of which will never be collected, from the fact of its being levied 
upon “Hudson City," (an imaginary town, that would not soll for half that 
amount.) 

There have heen no liquor licenses granted for the past year, and no 
fines imposed in the county—and no other moneys are due the School Fund 
except a poll tax of fifty cents, amounting to fifty-five dollars and fifty cents. 

The Treasurer’s report shows but one School taught under the new system. 
There will be two and probably three in operation this winter, 


= 
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The Townships are not yet divided into Sub-Districts, but will probably 
be during the next year. 

You will observe that the reports are considerably "mixed up," which is 
owing partly to the neglect of the County Clerk, in not furnishing blanks 
and giving instructions. I will endeavor to have this difficulty obviated by 
another year. 

The Board of Education, Decatur Township, say: It is the intention of 
the “Board” to keep up a School nine (9) months of the coming year, 
depending upon the School Fund as far as possible. The amount necessary 
to be expended during the current year ia three hundred and ten dollars. 

The Board of Education, Tekama Township, say: We are of the opinion 
that there should be some alteratione in our School Laws, in order to make 
tham more readily understood by the Directors. Especially in regard to 
compensatien of Local Directors, where there is no compensation there 
should be no bonds required. Amount expended for teachers wages last 
year was fifty-two dollars, The amount necessary to be expended during 
current year is four hundred and fifty dollars. `

Enclosed I transmit the reports from the several Township Boards of 
Education in Cass County, for the School year ending September 30th, 1860, 
together with the statements required in your cirenlar of instructions of 
October Ist, 1860. 

And in accordance with your request for suggestions in regard to the 
amendments that I may consider necessary to be made to our School Laws 
to seeure that perfection in our School system we all so much desire; I will 
say, that in my opinion the office of Territorial School Commissioner should 
not be abolished until the present system has had a full and perfect trial. 

We have had some difficulty in getting the Schools in working order in 
Cass County, but now think the the greatest difficulty found here is procu- 
ring a sufficient number of copies of the School Laws and amendments, for 
the use of the School Officers. I would therefore recommend that the Leg- 
islatare should make a provision for the publication of fifteen hundred or 
two thousand, to be placed in charge of the Territorial Commissioner to send 
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to County Clerks, to be distributed as they may think best for the furtherance 
of Common School interests. 

I would recommend that the County Clerks should be authorized to have 
supervision of the Schools in their Caunties, and that they have a fair remu- 
neration for their services. 

The present method of apportioning the School Fund—upon the enumera- 
tion of youth—is the most equitable method that ean be devised, but tho 
County Treasurers should be required to make a settlement of their School 
Find accounts semi-annually, and then require the County Clerks to make 
their apportionment twice each year. PET 

Some of the Sehool Lands in Cass County, have been entered contrary to 
Iaw ; and the School interests in those lands should be looked after immedi- 
ately. | 

The importance of a uniform series of Text Books in our Territory cannot 
be too highly estimated, I would recommend that the Territorial Commis- 
sioner ke required to select a standard list which shall be adopted throughout 
the Territory. 

The Territorial Officers should enter upon the discharge of their official 
duties on the first Monday in January succeeding their election, and all 
officers whose duty it is to make reports to the Legislature, be required to 
do so before they go out of offices A law providing for the organization of 
Civil Townships with an assessor and collector, elected in each, to collect all 
District and Township School taxes, I think would bo of advantago to out 
Sehool gystem. 

Below I give you a short report concerning the Seminary which is being 
built at Oreapolis, in this County. 

At the session of the Legislature held in October and November A. D 
1858, a charter was granted to certain individuals to establish a Seminary in 
Cass County, Nebraska Territory. The Trustees appointed by the said act 
of incorporation met and organized on the first day of Juno, 1859, and after 
mataring such plans as they thought would be for the best interests of the 
institution they wished to establish, resolved to tako immediate action to 
precura a location of ten acres of ground upon which to erect a goop und 
substantiol building, and procure ihe funds and materials that were neces- 
sary for the building of paga x. albe 2s they had resolved upon. They 
receives from the followlmg PASEO amounts set opposite their respective 
names, yis’ 

The Oreapolis Town Company donated ten acres of land, one hundred 
average town lots in the town and five hundred dollars in money; Londin 
Mullin, five thousad dollars; Dr. John Evans, five hundred dollars; Rev. 
George Loomis, five hundred dollars; D. H. Smith, five hundred dollaza ;

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E. D, Rand, five hundred dollars; A. W. Carpenter, five hundred dollars; 
and other individuals, five hundred dollars; making a total amount received 
from all persons, thirteen thousand and five hundred dollars. 

On the 28th, of June, 1859, the Trustees of the Seminary let a contract 
te Hon. Loudin Mullin to erect and enclose & good substantial and well 
arranged three story brick building, thirty-eight by eighty feet in size, and 
eapable of accommodating two hundred and fifty students. 

The building is avery fine one, of the latest style of architecture and 
covered with & ‘Bre-proof roof, 

The contractor with his usual energy pushed the work forward m comple- 
tion, as per contract, and had the samecompleted on the first day of December, 
to the entire satisfaction of the Board of Trustees, and ue centract was 
cancelled. 

The extreme hard times and pressure in money matters, in the year 1860, 
compelled the Trustees to delay the completion of the building during the 
year. Itis the intention of the Board of Trustees to ask ef the incoming 
Legislature that they legalize their former-acts and appointa new Board of 
Managers, who with the encouragements they have from the friends of the 
institution anticipate that they will be able to have the building completed, 
and have in operation by the first day of September A. D. 1861, the only

The Board of Edueation in Eight Mile Grove Township, say, “Our School 
Law is too complicated; a common clod-hopper cannot understand it, 
even the lawyers cannot agree upon it. Now, sir, we think that our School 
Law ought to be the plainest ofall laws, so that the common people can under- 
stand it. Our law as a general thing is good, and with a few alterations will 
beagoodlaw. Section twenty-one says, that the Board may estimate a tax not 
exceeding one mill on the dollar, for the exclusive purpose of Central or High 
Schools, You may read that section in one light, and another man may 
read itin another light, and so on; and we'also think that the Township 
Clerks and Sub-District Clerks should have a reasonable compensation for 
their services. 

The Board of Education in Weeping Water Township say, “This precinct 
has been settled but three years, and the inhabitants are scattered over a 
large territory. The average age of pupils was less than ten years, conse- 
quently the instruction given was rudimental. 

The Board of Education in Mt. Pleasant Township say, “In Sub-District 
number one, a contract has been entered into for the erection of a School 
House at a cost of $250, and a further sum of $160 will be necessary to 
furnish the same. * * Amount necessary to be expended in Sub-District 
number two ‘during the current year 9120. It is the intention of the 
Directors to keep up their School six or nine months if possible.

Our officers are too careless about approving bonds, which makes most of 
them worthless. 

A longer time for the Townships to make their reports (instead of a skort- 
er) would be more acceptable to the County officers, where most are farmers, 
and October and the fore rart of November is almost the busiest season of the 
year. 

Qur eitizeus are not well posted in regard to the School Law, and many of 
them have neither time nor inclination to search the Nebraska Code for it. 

The Law should beso amended that Justices of the Peace and Clerks of 
the District Courtand their Deputies, would be compelled to report to the 
Cosnty Treasurer or Clerk, all fines collected that are appropriated to the 
School Fund, 


Some of our School Sections have been settled upon and improved, and 
the occupants aie paying neither rent nor taxes. The improved School 
Lands in the County would furnish a revenue of some thirty dollars a year 
over all expenses, and it would be better for the neighborhood if the School 
authorities could rent or lease them for a short period. ) 


Your attention is ealled to the enclosed communication from the Deputy 
‘lerk o? the Distriet Court in Dixon County, which was received in reply to 
an ouicitl application for copies of the papers connected with the trials of 
some fifteen persons in Dixon County, at the last May term of the District 
Court; some five or six stood trial, some forfeited their recognizance, and 
have lands and property in the adjoining County. There were some four or 
five found guilty of an Assault (which the Treasurer being one ef the jury 
personally knew, for we have no official records in either office about it); one 
of them was fined fifty dollars and costs, and he asserts that he has paid it in 

County warrants, to the Deputy Clerk of the District Court, 


They report that there has been ninety dollars in County warrants paid to 
the Deputy Clerk of the District Court in answer to a judgment issuéd.— 
There has been none paid into the County Treasury as yet. The whole- 
amount of fines imposed was one hundred and twenty dollars.

The following returns have been made to my office by the several Boards 
of Education in Dodge County, 

It is believed that a system of County Buperintendants, who shall make 
all reports to the Territorial Commissioner, would be preferable to the pres- 
ent system, as it is impossible to get reports from so many different officers 
who cannot, or will not, take the trouble to look up their duty, and perform 
it according to instructions, It is believed that a simple law, of half a dozen 
sections, would be preferable to the present law. 

Jt is believed that the School Lands might be rented for about 10 per 
cent. per annum, on a valuation of $1 25 per acre, or at least half of them 
might at present, amd soon the whole,—provided, they were rented for a 
term of years.

At the solicitation ef some of the good people of this locality I drop you 

a word in regard to Educational matters here. 
Some two years ago there was erected in this town at considerable expense 
and sacrifice on the part of the inhabitants, a handsome and commodious 
‘School-house, but just as the building was about being completed it was ac- 
cidentally destroyed by fire. There is mow no regular School-house in the 
County. The people of this place are making arrangements to erect a good 
building for that purpose early in the coming Spring, by private subscription. 
Last summer & Scheol was taught in this town in a vacant building

pp 
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fitted up for that purpose by Miss Frank C. Butler. The term con- 
tinued.some twelve weeks, and the average attendance was about twenty- 
five scholars. The expenses were defrayed by private subscription. The 
teacher's wages were two dollars per week, I think, and board. The scholars 
were thought to have made tolerable advancement under her tuition, and 
she acquired the reputation generally among the people of being a goed 
teacher. This is the sum total of all that hag ever been perpetrated in the 
way of Schools in this County ag yet. 

There are, as you will see by the enclosed enumeration, something more 
than seventy scholars in this Election Precinct; there are also fifty-four in 
the southern part of the County, in Blue Springs Township—the enumera- 
tion of which has not yet been properly made. The organization through- 
out the County is not yet complete. 

I have noticed with much gratification the system and ability you have 
brought into requisition in the dischatge of the duties of your office; and 
here allow me to say that the position you now fill is the first in importance 
to the people of this Territory. The Educational interests underlie the 


whole fabric, and is of more consequence than all else besides.

The amount thus expended is not really sufficient for the purposes of a 
Public School in Omaha. Ogur principal School and three subordinate de- 
partments do not sufficiently accommodate all the scholars; though the ave- 
rage atiendanco is about sixty scholars to ateacher, yet eighty and ninety 
were often present, 

Four subordinate schools are really needed, but even three cannot be sus- 
tained the coming year without more funds. 

The value of real estate being greatly reduced at the last assessment, and 
the reduction of the School Tax last winter to one mill on the dollar, instead 
of two mills as heretofore, will reduce our publie Shool Fund to about one- 
fourth or one-third of the amount of last year. This reduced revenue would. 
scarcely support a single School in the City.

Two plans suggested themselves to the Directors to supply the deficiency: 
First, to lay on the City a sufficient tax; Second, to charge each scholar a 
moderate tuition. They chose the latter. 


The Schools will therefore be conducted as heretofore, except thata small 


prise will charged each pupil attending School. This will combine the ad- . l 


vaníages of Free Schools to a sufficient extent to secure their permanence, 
with a charge for tuitien so moderate as to be within the reach of all. Thus, 
property will not pay all the.tax, nor any one be charged more than enough 
to enable him to prize the privileges of good Schools. 


The smallest scholars studying higher than first lessons in Geography and 
Arithmetic, will be charged one dollar per quarter; scholars in the common 


- branches, including Philosophy, Single-entry Book-keeping and Elementary 


Algebra, wil be charged two dollars per quarter; for instruction in the 
Latin, Greek, Freneh and German languages, Chemistry, Surveying, Algebra 
and Belles Lettres, there will bea charge of three dollars per quarter—and 
double these rates for non-resident scholars. The tuition must be paid to 
the Treasurer during the second week after entering the School.

Dear Sir—I am induced to address you from the fact that it is im contem- 
plation to change our School Law, which, with a few alterations, is as perfect 
perhaps as the most erudite mind could make it. 

Your duties, sir, if properly directed and efficiently enforced, embracing as 
they do a wide extent of territory, will employ all your time—especially i in 
rousing up the public feeling, by frequent lectures, to the importance of Ed- 
ucation, and the necessity of a speedy organization in our extended domain. 
You, yourself, are more competent from past efforts and an acquaintance 
with the condition of affairs in the Territory, to carry forward suocessfully 
the great and permanent object we had in your election, than a person unin- 
itiated could possibly be. 

I therefore hope that the idea of connecting your labors with that of any 
other Territorial officer, will be abandoned. Retrenchment is not always 
economy. In this case I conceive it would be a wanton waste of the publie 
funds, as I believe that a person competent to fill the office of School Com- 
missioner has enough to do in the line of his avocation without connecting 

other duties with it, as has been contemplated. 

One of a deep, comprehensive and refined mind, places the cause of Edu- 
cation before every other.. None of the learned professions can compare in 


dignity and importance with that of a Common School Teacher; for books 
6 : 


a 
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cannot render him competent, though they may assist that natural tact so 
essential ta a successful developement of the youthful mind. And, now I 
am on this subject, permit me to say that the modern method of crushing 
the energies of the mimd by a multiplicity of studies is most disastrons in its 
consequences, and prevents that healthy developement so requisite to the full 
display of the fire of genius. It is like polishing a gem while yet encrusted 
with the erudity of extraneous substnaces. It is calculated to render pupils 
superficial, and I hope you will in your lectures reprobate the practice. 

Pe mit me, sir, to mention another matter connected with the cause of 
Edneation —I allude to the institution of Libraries in every School District. 
They need not be large, but the books should be well selected. In all my 
experience in “teaching the young idea how to shoot,” I never found an 
auxiliary more effectual to stimulate the young mind to deeds of noble en- 
terprise; and I contend that these Libraries should consist principally of 
historical and biographical works, with a few voyages and travels; and, to 
create in some minds a taste for reading, some standard works of fiction 
might be advantageously added. I would not advise many works of an ab- 
struse character—the pupil finds sufficient intellectual toil in his daily labors, 
and it is to give a healthy, vigorous tone to the mind—a relaxation tending . 
to induce him to enter with renewed vigor inta his studies. 

Icontend, sir, that no youth of any aspiration can read Plutarch’s Lives 
without having his genius fanned into a flame,—without being animated in 
the various pursuits of life, without a determination to leave his mark be- 
hind him--a comet's blaze to excite the admiration of the world.

The Board of Education of Nebraska City beg leave to report that there 
re, within the limits of the city, five hundred and five unmarried white 
youth between the ages of five and twenty-one years. We have had, for three 
months in the past year, five teachers, and five Schools of s grade between 
High and Primary; the number of scholars enrolled was two hundred and 
seventy-cicht, and the average attendance was one hundred and seventy-six. 
We engaged the services of Mr. H. K. Raymond, at sixty dollars per month, 
Mrs. E. S. Arnold and Miss L. N. Bowen, at thirty-five dollars each per 
month, and Mrs, Ann Hubner and Miss E. S. Corey, at thirty dollars each 
per month. These Schools were in session sixty-five days. 
There are no School-houses, furniture, apparatus or libraries belonging to 


the city. 
There are five Private Schools since the discontinuance of the Public’ 


Schools, but during their existence there was but one. The average attend- 
ance upon these is probably from three-fourths to four-fifths as large as on 
the Public Schools when they were in existence, and the same children, 28 5 
general thing, have attended both. The average cost of tuition in the 
Private Schools is probably about three dollars and a half per quarter, of 
aleven weeks, to each scholar. 
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The Board have been led to the conclusion that, as a general rüle among 
our people, the larger tax-payers are those who support Schools—either Pub- 


lie or Private. This consideration led us, in appropriating our funds last ` 


vinter, to hire the same teachers who had already gone to the trouble and ex- 
pense of starting Schools among us, Anything less than this did-not seem 
fair to them or to the tax-payers; no elassin the community deserve consid- 
eration more than those who have, amid discouragements, built up Schools 


among us, and mere policy would lead us to be eautious about extinguishing ' 


them by competition until we have public funds sufficient to make their 
places good. à 


We notified all, through the newspapers, that the Schools were Publie, 
and open to all gratuitously; and yet there was not that increase of School 
attendance which it might seem reasonable to expect. But, though the facts 
haye seemed to justify our reasoning, it may be best next year to engage some 
teachers of a lower grade of qualifications at a less expense; thus securing 
Schools for a larger part of the year, and testing the question—whether that 
large class of our community who have not yet availed themselves of School 
privileges may not be induced to send their children. A glance at the figures 
above show that we have a large number of children among us growing up 
in ignorance. 

The Board has been invited by the Territorial School Commissioner to 
suggest any amendment to the existing School Law. Believing it better 
that asomewhat defective law should be faithfully executed, than a desire 
for novelty should be encouraged, and that a large portion of the criticisms 
lavished upon it would be expended upon any law, however perfect, and are 
the whims of prejudice, rather than the deductions of experience, we would 
allude at present to but one amendment which seems a necessary one, As 
strange as it may seem, a portion of the municipal authorities of Nebraska 
City, instead of being the right-arm of the School Board in the collection of 
the revenue for School purposes, neglect the collection of the license fund 
altogethe’, or, having collected, misapply it to other purposes, in direct con- 
travention of law. An efficient remedy should be provided. From this 
source alone, at least one good School should be kept in operation through 
the year, 

Our papers, contracts, &c., were destroyed in the fire last May.

The fiftieth and fifty-first sections of the “Act providing for the better 
regulations of Schools in Nebraska, approved November 4th, 1858,” require 
the Territorial Commissioner of Common Schools to prescribe suitable forms 
and regulations for making all reports and conducting all necessary proceed- 
ings under the Act, and to cause as many copies of the laws relating to Schools 
and Teachers' Ins'itutes, with an appendix of such forms and instructions 
as he may deem necessary and proper for the organization and government 
of Schools, and to ewry into execution the Laws, to be printed in a seperate 
volume, and distributed in each County with the Laws, Journals and other 
Documents for the use of the School officers therein, who shall be governed in 
aeoordance therewith. And the Commissioner is also required, as often after 
the first distribution as any change in the law may be made of sufücient im- 
portance te require it, to have a republication and distribution made. 


In accordance with these requirements of the law, this work has been pre- 
pared; it being demanded, not only by reason of the many changes which 
have been made in the School Laws since the first edition with a very limited 
number.of forms was printed and distributed by my predecessor, but also 
by reason of the great want of the necessary forms and instructions, in order 
to give efficiency to the system, obtain uniformity in its operations, and en- 
able local officers intelligently to perform their duties. 
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The appendix of forms and instructions, has been prepared with muoh care, 
and is deemed sufliciently comprehensive in detail, for all the business opera- 
tions of local offizers in the execution of the various duties required of them. 
It is hoped and:expected that all School officers will adhere to the forms and 
regulations prescribed, and this is strictly necessary in making up the tabu- 
lar statements in the reports of Teachers, Directors, Boards of Education, 
and Township and County officers. This is the only course which will pre- 
yent mistakes aud obtain full and complete statistics of Schools and all 
matters connected therewith. 


School officers may acquire some useful information by a careful examina- 
tion of the chapters on School Architecture, School Furniture and Appars- 
tus; and itis hoped that this information may be turned to good acccuntin 
the improvement of our School-bouses, and in furnishing the School-room 
with proper Furniture and Apparatus. All, I think, will agree that the 
School should be made as commodious and attmnetive as a well regulated 
home, and should have all the necessary appliances for comfort and study. 
Shall the Schools of Nebraska be made such? Itis for the local officers - 
aud the people of our Territory to decide this question. With a proper 
spirit and enerzy in the cause of Common School Education, every School in 
Nebraska ean be made such a place of attraction to teacher and scholars. 


In the preparation of the accompanying forms and instructions, I have 
had the aid of Daniel Gantt, Esq., of this City, and I here tender him my ao- 
kuewlcdgements for the able assistance he has given me. 


The rules and regulations for the government of Graded Schools were 
taken from those prepared by the Board of Education of Omaha City.

Norg—-In addition to the above reports the texoher ma 
relative to his or her method for School gover 
terest in connection with the School, 
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For the large Districts, and in Cities and incorporated Villages, I would 
recommend the Directors to procure a set of the School records published by 
Ivison & Phinney, of New York, as being & complete system, and well 
adapted to show at a glance the condition of the School at any time and the 
progress made by any pupil or class, and from which the reports required by 
law, can be easily made up. The volumes being bound in durable forms, arc 
much cheaper than any set of School records can be got up in this "Territory 
at present. The following is a description of them: 


I,—-THE ALPHABETICAL REGISTER 


Is to a series of School Records what the Ledger is to a set of Account 
Books—as in it are posted from time to time the contents of several of the 
minor books, so as to make a'permanent record of the name, age, parentage, 
atc., of every child admitted to the school, the class entered the progres& 
Ítom class to class, date of discharge, time at school, etc. 

The Alphabetical Register therefore presents a condensed scholastic his- 
tory of every pupil who has attended the school, and hence becomes exceed- 
ingly valuable to the Teacher and School Officer, as a volume of reference. 

The names, etc., should be copied very neatly from the Rough Register at 
least once a month, and promotions recorded as soon as made. In noting 
the date of entering a class, whether by admission or promotion, it is best 
expressed in the form of a fraction—the number of the month forming the 
numerator, and the year the denominator—as January, 1859, expressed 
by 5, January being the first month of the year; September, 1860, ex- 
pressed by 2, September being the 9th month of the year, ete. 


IL——THE ROUGH REGISTER, OR ADMISSION BOOK, 


As its name indicates, is for every-day use. The names, ete., af the -— 
cants being written at the time and in the order of their application. This 
book corresponds in its divisions and ruling with the: Alphabetical Register, 
that the transfer of the entries can be iade, with facility. 
IIL—THE DISCHARGE BOOK 

Is used for entering tho names of those pupils who leave the school, also 
noting the time, and the several classes to which they were then attached; 
the difference of classes between the Admission and Discharge, as shown by 


the Alphabetical Register, will denote the progress of the pupil while belong- 
ing to the school. 


IV.—THE DAILY ATTENDANCE AND WEEKLY REPORT BOOK, 


This book is intended for recording the total number of pupils present at 
éaoh school session.

It is ao arranged as to exhibit the daily attendance, and the average daily 
attendance for each week. On the opposite page isa blank weekly report to 
the school officers, to show the number of pupils on Register at the com- 
mencement of the week, the number admitted and the number discharged 
during the week, the number on Register at the end of tho weok, together 
with the average Caily attendance for the same time. 

In order to find the average daily attendance, add the morning and after- 
noon’s attendance ofeach day together, and place the sum under the head of 
total: at the end ofthe week add these several totals together, and divide by 
the number of sessions held during the week—the quotient will be the 
average daily attendance. In filling up the blank report, first put in its 
proper place the number on Register at the commencement of the week, then 
refer to the Rough Register, and note how many have been admitted during 
the week, which number place under the Register number, and add to it, 
then refer to the Discharge hook for the number discharged, which putin its 
proper place, and subtract from the sum above—the remainder will be the 
total on Register at the end of the week; then fill the blanks for the average 
daily attendance and teacher's signature. 


r—REECITATION RECORD OR CLASS BOOK, 


Is to contain the names of the members of a c/uss, and in its ruled divisions 
the characters or marks used by the teacher to designate the proficiency of 
each in their several studies. The characters at the head of the page are 
similar to those used in the Diary. 

In the use of this book almost every teacher differs; but to those who use 
the Diary, the following has been found very efficient: At the end of the 
session „or day, write in the head-lines of the columns the names of the 
studies recited during that time, in tho order in which they stand in the 
Diary; then call the names of the pupils, each giving his characters in the 
same order. At the end of the month the characters may all be summed up 
and the pupils arranged aecordingly, the one haying the highest number 
being placed first, ete.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF ALL 
SCHOOLS : (See section 31, p. 77). 


GOVERNMENT. 


First,—It is the great object of School Government to secure punctuality 
and regularity in attendance; neatness, quietness and order in the Scheol- 
room, and correct behavior on all occasions; to incite to diligence in study 
and the faithful discharge of duty; to aid in the formation of good habits, 
and to accustom the young to yield a prompt and cheerful obedience to all . 
requirements emanating from properly constituted authority. 


Second, —Hence it is expected that Teachers will, in all cases, exercise self 
control, be firm and decided, as well as mild and uniform, and endeavor to 
be examples worthy of imitation in regard to promptness, punctuality, faith- 
fulness and integrity. That they will exercise vigilance and care over the 
general conduct of their pupils, and encourage them in correct manners, 
habits and principles.

Phird.—Any parents or guardian feeling aggrieved by the administration 
of the government of the School, may make applicatión for redress to the 
Board of Directors, or to the Board of Education.

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DUTY OF PRINCIPAL. 


First.—He shall have a general supervision over all the departments of the 
School; shall see that the rales and regulations of the Directors and Board 
of Education are carried into effect, and shall have diseretionary power 
where no rule has been prescribed. 

Svcund.—He shall give advice to Teachers in any emergency, take cogni- 
zance of all cases of pupils reported to him, and ifa pupil thus reported shall 
fail to render satisfaction, he may suspend the pupil subject to the decision 
of the Directors or Board of Education. 

Third.— He shall, from time to time, prepare an abstract from the reports 
of the "Teachers and a record of his own acts, embracing such statistics and 
information as may be deemed necessary fer reform, and shall make out and 
file with the Township Clerk » full and complete report as required by law. 

Fourth.—1le shall superintend the examinations, visit the different De. 
partments as often as practicable, and observe the mode of instruction and 
discipline pursued, and the success of the same, and make a full report 
thereon to the Board of Education. 


DUTIES OF TEACHERS. 


First—Teachers shall be in attendance at the School room, at least, 
filteen minutes before School hours, morning and afternoon. 

Second.—The immediate care of Schoo] room, furniture, apparatus and 
other Sehool property shall be entrusted to teachers respectively. aud it shall 
be their duty to see that such property is neither injured nor defaced. 

Third.—Eseh Teacher shall register the names, ages, time of entrance. 
daily attendance, abecnce, tardiness, and deportment of their pupils in a book 
provided for the same, whiel shall be opened fur inspection; and shall 
make the reports required by law, as prescribed by the Territorial Com- 
misioner of Common Schools. 

Fourth —Teachers in ease of indisposition, or necessary absence from their 
Schools, shall give timely notice to the Principal, or to the Chairman or 
Clerk of tha Board of Directors; and no substitute shall be employed with- 
out the approbation of one of these officers. 


DUTIES OF PUPILE. 


First.—Every scholar is expected to attend School regularly and punetu- 
ally. to conform to all the regulations of the School, and to obey promptly all 
the directions of his Teacher; to observe good order and propriety of deport- 
ment; to be diligent in study, respectful to Teachers, and kind and obliging 
to school-mates; to refrain entirely from the use of profane or improper 
language, and to be clean and neat in personal attire.

It may be thought that I am too far ahead of the times, if in this report, T 
detain you while I treat of the matters of detail, in the construction and 
architectural features of School buildings, the laying out of School grounds ; 
offfarniture, apparatus, etc. But as I deem these things to be of prime impor- 
tance, and believe that there is no tinig, so well adapted for drawing attention 
to them, as in the inauguration of our School system, I trust that a short 


Space devoted to their cgusileration will not be misapplied. 


Tris proverbial that. the most unsightly feature that usually adorns s Jand- 
scape scene, is the School-house. , This remark ia of general application, al- 
though happily in a few of the Eastern and Northern States, puplie taste has 
improved, and a great change for the better has taken place within recent 
years. Travelers. have frequently remarked it, and those of them who came 
from across the seas, have seldom hesitated to point it out to our discredit, 
and to the fostering of foreign prejudice against us. | 

‘A rude log- cabin with one door, and (if any) one window two feet square ; 
cr, at best a frame building covered with unpainted and sun-watwped elap- 


, konrds, unplastered and unceiled, is too often the “temple of learning,” which 


disügures an otherwise sightly and pleasant landscape. Standing at the 
X roads, with no en«losure, or within the remains of a dilapidated M MM 
the places of a moiety of its window panes filled with old hats, rags, or bit of 
shingles,—the weather-boards flapping in the wind,—the door dropped from 
a hingo,—the country School-honse is an eye-sore of the sceng. One would 
hardly i imagine that so miserable a ‘description could by any possibility be 
made of a Bchool-house in Nebraska, lx of the assumption that the get:

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tlemont of the country itself is not yet old enough for ancient buildings, But 
I hare in my mind now, two edifloes which present very nearly the appear. 
ance above indicated; and it isto awaken some taste, to excite some feelings 
of pride, to pravent as early as possible any tendency to run into the old 
rarelessness in these matters, that I speak of these things in this place, 


It cannot be expected that, even this year or the next, or four or five years 
to come, much can he done in the way of erecting School buildings adapted 
im all things to the full progress of Education or the improved spirit of the 
age. Buta little, even in the ont-sef, can be accomplished, and that too ai 
no increase of burdens upon a limited treasury. The first thing is to know 
what should be done. . 


In the construction of a School-house of the most primitive material and 
atyle—of logs, perbaps, for such will have to be the material in many parts 
of the Territory for some time to come—there is no reason that the first great 
essentials of good School architecture should be neglected. Thesa essentials 
are light, room, and ventilation. How many cases of Consumption, Bron- 
chial affections, Sorofula, *sore-eyes," can be directly traced to badly lighted, 
unventilated and confined Bchoel-rooms, the records of many a doctor's office 
will show. All of these and kindred ntsladies, resulting from similar causes, 
are easily preventable, if the right and exceedingly simple steps arè taken at 
the beginning. What these are I will show farther on. a 


The first thing after the erection of a Schsol-house has been determined 
On, is the selection of a suitable site. This requires a careful consideration 
of the wants of the families residing within the Sub-district, the distances 
pupils will have to walk, the accessibility of location, the direction and 
probable permanency of roads, the future settlement of tho neighborhood, 
and the healthfulneas of the locality. An elevated site is generally the most 
healthy. The top or side of a hill having a slope sufficient only to ensure 
perfect drainage, is the best; and in this Territory such a spot is almost 
everywhere acquirable. The hill-top or side always insures free ajr, and is 
open to the gentlest breeze that stirs the stifling atmosphere of summer. A 
Behool-houxe should under no circumstances be built in the woods. The 
decaying vegetation is often a fruitful source of disease; and, although in 
summer the shade may be gratefal, the forest affords but s sorry place for 
hearty sports; and in Winter it is worse than no pley-ground at all. Ifan 
elevated situation is not attainable, ezre must be taken thai there are no pools 
of stagnant water, nor marshes near, whence enervating and sickening miasma 
may arise. Those da their work of death insidiously, and are not unfrequently 
the squrces af contagious diseases or epidemics, which are wrongfully attrib- 
uted to far different causes. a

There is another kind-of € of location, to be cohsidered. The 
_ moral character of the place, Keep the School. house as far as possible from 
any place of publie resort, In the country especially, the tavern, the 
_ blacksmith shop and the store, are too often made the lounging places of the 
idler, the tippler, and the loud-mouthed politician? men whosa pernicious 
influences upos the youug.caunot be too much guarded against. Boys love 
to be thought older than their years indicate. They like to get where men 
are congregated, and ljsten to their talk, and if at all encouraged, soon learn ` 
to mingle in their conversations and sports. Many au urchin will leave & 
healthful and exciting game of base-ball with his fellows, and spend a weary 
day in simply looking on at a parcel of men engaged in the muscle-less sport 
of pitching pennies. . Children, too, are much given to imitation, and when 
thrown into the companionship of idle men, soon learn to boast, bet, banter 
and swear equally with the worst of them, and to the very manifest injury of 
their morals, and dislike and neglect of their books. Late experiences in 
political campaigns, have given evidence of the proneness of the American 
mind to indugle in polities. I have seen youngsters scarcely able to talk 
plain, not only hurrahing for party candidates, but laying wagers and dis- 
eussing principles with all the vehemence of more aged partizans. ‘These are 
obvious reasons which should govern the location of a Sehool-house as far as 
possible from any place where these or any kind of bad influences’ may pre- 
vail. The moral health of the pupil is of the very highest importance, and I 
trust that in Nebraska it will not be lightly considered, but that it may, from 
the very beginning of our School system, rank with the loftiest aims which 
we séek to attain. . 
The size of the School lot will in many cases depend upon the sales of 
land, although perhaps not to any serious extent anywhere in the Territory * 
One acre of ground is the least portion that should be allottedto a Schoo} 
house—and any area up to five acres is better. The future wants of the 
‘Schools are to be consulted. As the country becomes more thickly settled, 
there will he a corresponding increase in the number of pupils. Besides, 
reading, writing, and arithmetic are not always to constitute the sum of the . 
branches taught i in the Common Schools. ,As the country progresses, and 
the irresistable march of improvement leaves its 
'tFoot-prints on the sands of Time,”

* [t seems to me that it would not be an unwise policy i in the Legislatura to pass a 
law, under which, if the owner of a piece of Jand desirable for Schoot purposes, i is so selfish 
or narrow-minded ag to ask an exhorbitant price far it it enn be subjected to confiscation, 
by & jury of avbitrationgat a reasounble compensation, Railroad companies, and fre- 
quently other corporations, have this power conferred upon them and often have occasion, 
to exercise it.

" brought into "te cópimon rang of atudies, A regular system’ of amuse- 
ments, designed for the physical ttalting of paptle, has been thiuzkt not 
among the least important provisions of a guod School system. The leaping 
bar, the wooden horse, the climbing-boaid, horizontal ladder, ete., should be 
provided, as necessary adjuncta of the School lot. ‘Eis higher state of 
‘education will be reached in Nebraska ere long; and the people of those 
' districts whose directors shall have fore-seen its advent, and shall have pro- 
vided a sufficient area, not only for the play-ground, but for a teacher's 
house and garden, and a space for trees, shrubs and flowers, will never have 
cause to regret the forothought, There is yet andther, and none the less 
important : reason for having a large lot. Unless children have an abundance 
of room in which to whoop, run, and carry on their games uncramped, they 
will either find room by tresspassing on the neighboring grounds, or by the 
_ formation of elans, will declare civil war, and while the stronger parties en- 
joy possession of the ficld, the weaker will have to content themselves, as 
lookers-on in Venice, from the fence-tops, or School house porch. A few 
dollars expended for the additional acre or two, will certainly prevent many 
presentevils, and secure much present and future advantage, and will not, 
of course, be unprofitably disbursed, Perhaps the best shape for an acre lot 
is 16 by 10 rods—the long way in frout—the School house to be placed from 


" three to four rods from the front, and on the middle line of the Jot. Eor 


larger areas, the proportion ef depth to front, should be the same. The fot 
should in all cases be fenced in, and if s School for oth sexes, & division 
fence should be made from the rear of the hous» to the back line. 


THE SCHOOL-HOUSE.

Presuming that the condition of the building fund in many of the sul. 


— Wistriets to be so limited, that a resort must be had to a primitive style of 


architecture, T offer a few hints which may be followed to advantage, in the 
erection of the cheapest style ofa School-house, Abundance of breathing 
apace for eaeh pupil is the first consideration. It is obvious, then, that te 
détermine the site of the Ssheol-houss, the first thing to be ascertained is the 
probable number of pupils who are to be aosonimodated. Suppose this to be 
thirty. Two hmudddéd oxbie deeb of space for cach pupil, is the least that 
should dyor Bd allotwi. “The School robin thea—~to provide this spate— 
should be twenty-lri by twenty feet, in its sides, with twelve feet ceilings 
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Sixteen, square feet of floor space should be added for every additional pupil. 
There is nothing more pernicious than oyererowding. . Every child is 


entitled to his dwa personality—and. he should know that he has it, and be. 


lefy free to feel to feel that he has plen&y of room. to turn around in, and 


plenty of wholesome sir to breathe. -The top of the floor. joists should be at v 
least two feet above the ground, and the ceiling twelve feet at least—fourteen ` 
. feet is better—above the floor, Two windows on each side—of panes of, 

10 X 14 inehes—are the leasí number that ought to be provided, The k 


windows may reach nearly to the.ceiling—the object being more for light 


and air, than tolookoutof And they must always be as large, and be kept 
as olean as possible: half of. the cases of sore-eyes that so frequently afflict ` 
children at School ara attributable to undersized, dingy windows. The 


chimney fue should be in the middle of the'roof, or over the partition. 


between the School room and the vestibule. . A small ventilator ftue, of ^ 


wood, with a diameter of at least four inshes, and finished with a cap— 


( ( N 3—skould be placed at each end of the roof, to carry of the foul alr 


expelled from the lungs of the pupils. These are not the best form of ventis, 
lator; but the cheapest, and for a cheap house the most available. 


For a Sehool-honse, for bath sexes, there should. bea: privy on each sideof .

by five feet each, with proper ventilating flues from the well to the roof, 
Tke features Fro given are those whieh are absolutely necessary for the 


comfort and health of the pupils; and-involve ng inerease of expen&e over. ^ 


carelessly or ill.contrived houses, . There are other features which may add 
to the architectural beauties and conveuiénoes of a School-house, and which, 


adding something to the gost, must always be taken ‘into. account when me :

These hints contemplate the plainest and cheapest sort of iilum Be- 
fore any building of this kind is commenced, it should be a matter of care, if 


not of imperative necessity, that every dollar ofthe cost should be estimated, - 
and that every, necessary dollar should bé provided, or at least that it bes

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“ For the past few years architectnral science has made rapid and decided 
progress in tht cownéry, xud In nearly évery deeeriptiem of building, im. 
provemengs have been made both in regard to external appearance and 
internal jarangement. Evidences of this progress may be seen in the 
modern peblic edifices, and private residences in our cities and villages, and 
in the greater comfort and convenience of the later farm,houses in the 
country, The increase of architectural knowledge has correspondingly 
developed the taste of the country; which, in its turn, demands a greater 
amount of knowledge, and thus one step of improvement leads to others still 
farther in, advance. 

“Of al buildings, however, the last to feel this progressive impulse were 
the Sehoel houses, the most important of them all. In cities and large 
villages, where the necessity exists of erecting large and costly buildings, it 
is true tha public attention has been turned in this direction, and there has 
been developed a distinctive School-architecture which applies the principles 
ef sciences to the wants and necessities of the School-room; but in country 
places generally, little attention has been given to the matter, and the 
principles developed are not applicable to the wants of the smaller district 
Schools. 

“There has, however, been a manifest improvement in many sections of 
the country: and, since the condition of School-houses was so thoroughly 
exposed by the Hon. Horace MANN, in one of bis earlier reports to the 

Massachwsetts Board of Education, an impulse was given to this movement, 
and a laxe number of works have been published which treat exclusively of 
this department of architectural science and skill. 

“Ordinary use is not the only value of buildings. They may he so con- 
structed as to appeal to the higher sentiments, and render important aid in 
developing the better and finer feelings of our nature. This is the proper 
province of architecture, and the work of the architect is to so fashion our 
buildings and arrange their details, that while they answer the purpose of 
their erection, they may at the same time, satisfy that love of the beautiful, 
the symmetrical, and the harmonious, which is innate in the human heart. 
The faculty of the mind, which conceives this sentiment is what we call fas/e, 
and itis one which needs constant and systematic cultivation. 

“Numerous and potent are the inflwences furnished by literature for the 
cultivation of the taste; but impressions more vivid and lasting may be made 
by the presentation to the senses of sublime and beautiful objects, such as 
natural scenery, landscape improved by art, and the best productions of 
sculpture, painting, amd anghitecture, 

* As the mind becomes familiar with beautiful objects, and with the laws of 
beauty, its sensibility to moral excellence is cultivated, tho manners re con- 


" 
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formed to the principles of harmony, and the effects produced upon the whole 
man are of the most beneficial and lasting chatacter. The influence ascribed 
by Plato, in kis Republic, to æ musical education, may be predicated with 
equal truth of a judicious culture in this department of art. Tt is essential; 
he says, “because it makes rhythm and harmony, ‘to settle deeply in the ' 
‘inner soul, and take strong hold of it, carrying with them’ comeliness, and 
‘making a man comely-minded. Also, because one so matured, will have 
‘the quickest perception of all faults and imperfections in art or nature, and. 
‘regarding them with just aversion, will admire and love the beautiful. 
‘This he will receive with j joy into his soul, will feed on it, and assimilate 
‘his own nature to its beauty, will learn to censure and hate deformity, even 
‘inearly youth, while yet incapable of understanding the reason why, and when 
* the reason comes, will embrace it gladly,as a familiar thing.” 


“In those countries where Architecture has reached its highest develop- 
ment, taste and refinement exert their greatest influence. Asan instance of 
the refining offeet of beautiful objects, the fact might be mentioned that, in 
many of the old countries, sculptured decorations in arghitecture haw 
remained for ages uninjured, save by the action of the elements; and-that 
even after, the edifices they once-adorned have fallen into ruin, a ‘feeling of 
veneration in the hearts of the people seems to have shielced these trophiesf 
from profination. In our more logical and practical communities, the 
destructive passion would be restrained by no such sentiment; and not 
twenty- four hours would elapse after an old building of celebrity had been 
abandoned, before fragments would be chipped offfor mementoes, or poundcd 
to pieces, to satisfy the analytical spirit of some ruthless traveler. Beauty o 
form, however, seems, in some measure, to afford protection. An old. or 
mean-looking building deserled or unoccupied, is a target for boys, and 
even for children of a larger growth; and every one feels an instinctive 
desire to rid the earth of such defirmity. But a complete and beautiftl 
structure generally, enjoys a longer, if notan entire exemption from injury. 
When taste is really and universally cultivated, there will be no danger of 
the wanton description of beautiful objects. Little or no attention has ever 
been paid to the element of beauty in the School-house architecture of this 
country. as the poor apologies for School-houses, so common throughout the 
older States, painfully show. They seem to have been erected simp’ !y for 
Shelter, and with the smallest possible cost at the outset ; to call it cheapness 
oreconomy would be a misnomer. They stand as vile offences against good 
taste, and ugly excrescences upon the landscape. They make no appeal to 
the higher sentiments, and consequently no effort can preserve the building 
or fixtures from disfigurement and ruin, Every teacher knows the difficulty 
of protecting a School-honse from the ubiquitous and all-devouring Yankee 
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jack-knife! The result is, that the building, unsightly when . new, becomes 
more se thromgh tha rudeness which its very appearance stimulates, The 
busy fingers of time may soften its qutlineg, and spread over its surface sober 
tints of brown; but the innate ugliness of tho structure defies all efforts to 
taake it other than a monstrosity. 

“Tn the erection of every School-house particular care should be taken to 
observe the rules of taste as regards form. In our country-districts, where 
2 small and plain building only is demanded, we need to consider proportion 
and symmetry alone; the other principles of architecture applying chiefly 
to larger and more pretending structures. If this is done—if our School 
houses all conform to these two fundamental laws, they can not fail of 
becoming strong educational influences in the right direction. The advan- 
tages, in this regard, ef obeying the principles of architecture, in the 
construction of School-houses may be summed up in a few words: 

1. If the building is an object of beauty, the very sight of it inspires 
emotions of pleasure. 

3. It adorns and beautifies the landscape of which it forms a part. 

3. It becomes an attractive place for children, and does not repel thom, as 
now, by their deformity. 

4. It practically teaches ideas ef proportion and symmetry, and new and 
exalted conceptions of beauty of form. 

5. It throws over property the shield of beauty, and so cheeks, and finally 
ecadicates tho rudeness which is stimulated ty destructiveness by deformity. 

6. It forms one of those influences which have most power over the heart 
and affeetions, directly aiding the teacher in the most difficult and important 
part of his work. 

In adorning and decorating School-houses, however, care should be taker 
leat the cost exceed the means or inclination of those for whom it is built. 
Neither should any mere ornament interfere with health or comfort. 

“Let this principle be remembered by all: “ That School-houses, how- 
‘ever small, should never be built without conforming to those general 
* principles of taste which are universally recognized by cultivated people,” 
so that if they do not exert a positive influence in elevating taste, at least 
they will have the negative excellence of not violating it. The work of 
education in those higher departments, which recognizes beauty both of 
form and morals, and the subtile and mysterious relations which exist 
between the two, at best, is an onerons, and difficult one, and every external 
influence which assists in forwarding it becomes a positive benefit.” - 

PARTICULAR STYLE. 


The peculiarity of detail, whiah under the general name of style, dis- 
tinguishes one kind of architesture from anether demands a considerable

share of attention. . Quite lesgthy and numerous papers have been written 
to seb forth the advantages of the favorite style of each author; and the 
discussion seems to have marrowod down to the relative merits of the Greek 
end the Gothic architecture. I shall have but few words, im the contro- 
veray—if indeed, the debate may be dignified by the term. 

Many, indeed all, of the old Greek forms, depend for their effeets chiefty 
upon the extent of their dimensions. A Doric columu a foot in diameter, 
with the capital from two to four feet above the beholder's head, is an insig- 
nificant and weak affair—while one of legitimate size, fills, by its massive 
proportions, all our ideas of grandeur, and awakens the highest emotions of 
sublimity. A Grecian form, too, is unyielding in its requirement of ma 
terial, A brick or wooden wall, with a wooden entablature, and wooden ` 
eolumns, however it may be enriched with the profuseness of the Corinthian 
ornation, are things merely to be laughed at and treated with ecntempt. 
Massive stone is the only thinz that can legitimately be used in their con- 
straction. These—which I consider imperative—necessities, in size and 
material, put the Greek styles entirely out of the question, in the erection of 
Sehool.kouses, in the majority of cases, although there are places where 
they can be adopted with safew. In cities—for grammar and high Schools, 
aad for College edifices, the Corinthian, Tonic, and Doric orders are entirely 
applicable and frequently should be the only ones to consider or make use 
of—they are eminently in place where a building of large size is to he 
erected, and as much out of place in buildings of Httle dimensions, 

For small buildings—and in the country especially—where the design of 
the School-house is to be considered in its relations to the landscape, of 
which it is to form no insignificant part, that style should be adopted which 
is in keeping with fields and groves and forest trees and murmuring streams 
ef water, Such a style we find in the Gothic order, and its varieties. The 
ehief objections to it are two: that it requires a steep “peaked” roof, entail- 
ing an expense dispreportionate to the uses of the building; and that ite 
ornamentation is profuse and financially burdensome. But these objections 
fail, when it is remembered that the “ Gothic" is only a general term, for an 
order now applied to an almost endless variety of forma of which the roof 
may be nearly flat, or have a very acute angle at the apex; the window and 
door heads may be square, round, or pointed ; its interior with or without 
columnas, arches or ribs; and its outer or inner finish entirely plate or elabo- 
rately ornamented. Standing alone in a field, it may be made so as to 
pleasimgly relieve the monotony of the seene; or placed in a grove, the 
feliage, and tracery of the brauches, only add to the fitness and beauty of 
thedesign. It aan be built of wood, brick or stone, without any violation of 
the distinctive principles of its character; and it oan be made plain, without 
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lookias common—pmnamented, without indicating TOTUM gro- 
tesque, without appearing hudierons. 

For a wooden structure when the means for building 2 are limited, a Gothic 
form may be attained, by simply pisehing the roof a little more than in ordi- 
nary buildings, and éxtending it a fest or two beyong the walla—sdding a 
poreh with & similar reof—and by putting on vertical siding with vertiogl 
battens. As you are as liberty to increase the expense, you may add to the 


above, pointed arches to the windows and doors; brackets under,the pro- 
ection of the roof; and buttresses to support the walla. 
For brick struetures, the two forms known as the Elizabethan and the 


Norman, are perhaps more easily adaptable to common School-houses than 
any other. In the former—which is in general use in England—the 
windew and door heads are square, with eaps of stone, projecting slightly 
from the wall, and turning down the sideof the opening from one-fourth to 
one-third of its length. The cap should have a narrow moulding along the 
outer edge. In the second, the openings are semi-circular at the top, and 
may be finished with a stone sill, and stone mouldings, running clear | 
round, and projecting in the outer edge li inehes, Or, the sill may only 
project slightly, and the head finished with brick laid flush with the wall, and 
perpendicular to the areh. In both, there is a pilaster in the middle of each 
pier. and at the corners, to project halfa brick. The cornice may be made 
entirely of brick, and consisis—in its simplest form—of a row of dentals with 
a filet abave. The “dentals” are peculiar to these two forms and must not 
be omitted, These will fill the technical requirements of the two styles, and 
will not add to the cost at all. If farther ornament or finish is desirable or 
necessary, any competent builder ean add it to the design. 

Thus far my rémarks are intended as mere Ais. I do not wish to be 
considered as inculeating ideas of extravagance, or to arouse expectations 
beyond what we can reasonably hope to secomplish. 

What I have said, has been with a view to giving the thougbts of those - 
interested an impulse in the right direetion. ^ With regard to expense in the 
construction of School heuses, I conelude this chapter, with this remark : 
That the same amount of monoy may be so expended upon a building as to 
make it look uninviting, repulsive, and mean; which, upon snother of the 
same size, can be laid out, as to meke it in all respects attractive and beauti.' 
ful, and fit for the purposes intended. A full knowledge of what is wanted, 
aud a building committes competent to vaperintend and exesute the work, 
are all thabis neeessery to accompNsh the most desirable results. 

The follewing otte of a School building suitable for our towns and diues 
wero fernished by W. Cmaex & Sow, of Bufalo, N. Y., to whom I am 
füdebted for the use ofcwie fer Hlustratiug some few varieties of Sep and 
eforlieut Sokoot farnitare ‘teferred to hereafter : a 
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Tf the Board of Education in the Cities of Omaha, Nebraska City, Platts- 
mouth and Brownville and others, desire a neat, convenient, and cheap 
Bohool-house; the above I would recommend as a most excellent design, The 
cost would be between five and six thousand doMars, and seat three hundred 


and forty-four scholars. *

The following Designs, Plans, Specifications, &c, are borrowed from the 
valuable work of James Johonnot, upon “Country School Houses," and 
were furnished this department by Messrs. Ivison & Phinney, of New York. 

They are inserted here with the hope that they may contribute somewhat 
to an improved style of School Architecture throughout the Territory, and 
elevate the public taste in this important direction. For a large variety of 
designs for School Houses, with much other valuable information relating 
thereto, school officers and other interested persons, are referred to Mr. 
Johonnot's extensive and valuable treatise, a copy of which should be owned 
by every Board of Education. 

The estimates are based upon the cost of material and labor in New York 
State; in Nebraska, any competent builder can soon make up am estimate. 
having the bills of material here presented, on which to make his calculations. 
The estimate would probably be increased to about double the figures giver 
here. 


Design No. X. 


This is the smallest of the series, and the smallest school-house that should 
ever beerected. It is designed to accommodate 24 pupils. By adding 3 
feet to the length of the building, space will be afforded for another row ef 
desks, and the room will accommodate 30 pupils.

SPECIFICATTONS. . 


ExcavVations.—Trenches are to be dug for the foundation walls of sufi- 
‘cient debt to commence the walls below tho action of the frost. The privy 
vault is to be six feet deep. All the earth is to be properly graded around 
the foundation walls. 

FouNDATION WaArLLS.—lhe foundation walls are all to be built ef good 
well stone, well laid in good lime and sand mortar. All walls are to be com- 
menced below the sotiun of frost, are to be 14 feet thick, and are to show 14 
feet above the grade. The walls are to be built to the size of the frame, so 
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that all the sills of the frame shall be flush with the outside of the finished 
walls, One wall is to be built across the centre of the building for the joists 
to rest upon, ‘The privy wall is to be laid in cement, and plastered with the 
same inside. 


Frame—The framing timber must be all sound and straight. Ail the 
sills are to be bedded in mortar when placed upon the walls, All the timber 
designed for lath are to be placed 16 inches from centre to centre; The floor- 
joista 20 inches frem centre to centre; and the rafters not above three feet 
from centre to centre, The ceiling-joists are to be supported in the centre 
by stay-laths attached to the rafters. = * 


SrprNG.— The frame is to be covered with pine boards, 1} inches thick, 
planed and matched. The boards are not to exceed one footin width. Hach 
joist, and the corners of the building, are to be battened with battens, and 
nailed to the sills, and each girt with one large nail through thè centre of the 
batten and through the joist of the boards. 


Roors —The roofs are all to be with sound hemlock boards, laid with close 
jeists, and well nailed. They are to be shingled with good, sound shingles, 
laid in courses showing 54 inches to the weather, orin the same proportion if 
the shingles are over 18 inches in length. The ridges of the roof are to be 
finished with saddle-boards 6 inches wide, well nailed on. 


Cornices.—-The ends of the rafters are to be planed up to the plate, and 
covered with matched plank, planed on the under side, and let into the 
rafters the thickness of the plank. 


Wiubpows AND Doons.—The windows in the schoel-room are to have 18 
lights of 8x10 glass each; those of the porch and wood-house, 12 lights 
each; and those of the privy, 4 lights each. All the sash is to be 1} inches 
thick. The glass is to be equal to the best cylinder glass, and isto be beded 
and back-puttied, and thesash drawn. The front door, and the doors open- 
ing into the sehool-room, are to be 8x3 feet in size and 13 inchesthick, The 
doors to the wood-house are to be 7x2.8, and 14 inches thick; and those to 
the privy, 7x2.4, and 14 inches thick. The larger doors are to be hung with 
three butts each; and all the others with two butts each. The front doer is 
to be furnished with a good rim-lock ; all other outside doors, with bolts on 
the inside, and the passage doors, with mortice latches. All the locks and 
latches are to be furnished with mineral knobs. 

` Froors.—The floors are all to be laid of good, sound, planed a matched 
flooring, well blind-nailed, each plank toeach joist. No floor-plank is to be 
used that is over 10 inches in width. : ut 
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Srzps.— Good steps, made of wood, are to be made ang set at the front 


door, wood-house and privy doors; also such as may be required are to be 
‘made and set between the sehool-room and wood-house. 


CirxNEYS.— The chimneys are to be built of well burned brick, aud to be 
built so ss to receive the smoke-pipes at least 16 inches below the ceilings. 
Iron thimbles are to be laid in the chimney to receive the stove or smoke- 


pipe. 


VENTILATION.—Ventilatimg flues are to be made and placed in the walls, 
The two flusa are to unite in the garret, and to open into the ventilating top. 
These flues are to be made perfectly tight, with no openings except through 
the registers, and atthe top. Two registers are to be placed in each of the 
flues, one at the base, and one just below the ceiling of the room. 


CxinIxG.— The porch, school.room, and back entry-way are to be ceiled 
with narrow, planed and matched boards, laid vertically. The strips are to 


be placed on the walls around the inside of the porch, upon which are to be 
put wardrobe-hooks, ten inches apart. 


PrasrERING.— The plastering is to be made of three coats of good mortar, 
made of new lime and clean sand. It is to be even and level on the face, and 
in every respect put on in a workman-like manner. 


PaiNTING.—T he paint is all to be made of pure lead and linseed-oil, with 
enly coloring enough to giveit the desired shade. All the wood-work that 
requires painting to bave three good coats of paint.

The 
present school-houses, in a majority of the districts, have cost nearly or quire 
as much as the one here given, anà yet they are vastly inferior to it in every 
element of beauty and comfort. We here have the double porch, affording

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DESIGN NO. VI. 


In plan and general arrangement, this design is like Design No. II. For 
plan see fig. 10. ‘The blaukness of the walls of this building has been reliev- 
ed by pilasters, and a cupola has been added fora bell-tower. This cupola 
may be left off, if the builder chooses. The ventilating flues here are carried 
up with the walls of the cupola. 


SUGGESTIONS, 


A cupola, similar to the one given in this design, may be added to either 
of the cheap designs at 3 very trifling expense. It adds much to the beauty 


NEUE MS more than any other one thing, is a distinctive feature of 


architecture. The cupola should never be built so as to appear as a 


t 
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mere appendage to the roof, but it should rest upon supports, whieh visibly 
extend to the ground. Besides the improvement to the appearance of the 
building, the cupola forms a tower for a bell; and a bell should be considered 
an indispensable article of apparatus for every School-house, By means of 
a hell, which can be heard at a distance, a much greater promptness in the 
attendance of pupils can be secured than in any other manner.

SPECIFICATIONS. 


EXOCAVATION.—Trenches are to be dug of sufficient depth to commence 
the walls below the action of frost, The privy vault is to be six feet deep. 
All the carth is to be properly leveled and graded around and from the 
walls when the wails are finished. 


. FOUNDATION WALLS.—The foundation wallsare all to be built of good wall 
stone, and well laid in good mortar made of fresh-burned lime and clean 
sand. {The walls are all to commence below the action of frost, and are to 
have a footing-course under them at least 20 inches wide and 12 inches 
thick, laid with care and well grouted. All the walls are to show 18 inches 
of facia above the grade. The faced wallsare to project 3 inches and to be 
covered with a ent-stone water-table, set- fush with the stone walls so as to 
receive the brick walls and pilasters. 


Brick Warrs.—The brick walls are to be built of well-burned brick laid 
im good mortar, made of fresh-burned lime and clean sand. All the out- 
side walls are to be finished with flush face and struck joints. ^ The gable- 
end walls are to be eight-inch solid walls. The walls are to be built suffi. 
ciently high to leave the School-room 13 feet high in the clear, and the porch 
and wood-house 9 feet in the clear, 


CHIMNEYS,—The flues are to be smoothly plastered. An iron thimble is 
to be set in the chimney at least 16 inches below the ceiling to receive the 
smoke-pipe. 


VxNTILATION,.—Ventilating flues are to be carried up with the walls and 
plastered. They are to unite in one in the attic, and open into a wooden 
ventilating top. 


Koors.— The roofs are to be boarded and shingled, as specified in Design - 
No. 1. 


Coxnice.—The roof-boards are to project over the gable-end walls the 
same distance that the rafters project over the side walls and are to be fur- 
nished with furring the same size as the rafters. The furring and rafters are 
- to be ceiled on the under side with plancd and matched boards, and the other 
members of the cornice put on in the usual manner. 


Doors.—The outside and inside doors are to be of the thickness, and hung 
and trimmed, as specified in Design Ne. I. 
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School Furniture. 


All efforts at reform and perfection in School matters will fall far short of 
the desired end if we atop with the improvement of the School building. 
When we have accomplished that we shall have done a great deal, but yet not 
all, by any means, that is necessary. A decided change for the better must 
be made in the spécial furniture of the School room. Many really fine 
buildings are utterly spoiled from want of attention to this matter, and by still 
clinging to the old styles and epinions—that “anything will do," is, I regret to 
say, too prevalent, The old fashioned pine or basswood desk, unpainted and, 
rickety, must be entirely banished —the narrow, flat seat and perpendicular 
back—or seat without back—muat give way to styles more easy and elegant, 
before we make the interior and comfort of the School room what it should be: 

1 have before alluded to the arrangement of seats and desks for the acpom- 
modation of pupils of different ages. Besides their gradation, they should 
be’ strongly made of durable material, and well finished, so as tó be orna- 
mental as well as useful. A shelf underneath, for packing away books, ete» 
should be provided, and a permanent inkstand (or well) furnished, to prevent 
the injury and disfigurement resulting from overturning the ink. They 
should be handsomely made, for in this case “beauty serves the strict utili- 
tarian purpose of protecting them from injury, as well as a higher, and per- 
haps, more important one. The rude furniture of the olden time was soon 
covered with ink-spets, cuts and soratchés innumerable, Elaborate Jatk- 
knife carvings overlaid each other every tèrm, until the original form and 
complexion was entirely obliterated. Whenever poorly made or unpainted 


‘furniture is weed, a like result must follow. Well finished and elegant fur- 


niture, on the contrary, has often been in constant use for years without re- 
ceiving a single soratch, the beauty preserving it, as well as serving to inoul- 
eate habits of order and carefulness. Furniture should always be Bis 
like eabinet-werk, or else thoroughly painted and varnished.” 

In Nebraska blaokwalnut is much cheaper than any other wood which is 
fit for the purpose. This is susceptible of elegant finish, and will answer as 
wellasharderor merecostly wood, Ping has to be brought so far, at high rates 
or freight, eto., thatit exceeds in óos all other woods, and may, én that actount

ba rejected. Paint ought not to be used, and the blackwalaut (or oak) needs 
only to be oiled and varnished to make it look well, 

‘The best size for double desks should vary from 33 to 4 feet in length aud 
from 15 to 24 inches wide, depending upon the size of the scholars that are- 
to be accommodated. s ^s 

The edges and corners should be carefully rounded, and all the work 
should be smooth and well finished, About three or four inches of the upper 
side should be level, the inclination of the rest should not exceed one inch to 
a foot. The level portion should have a groove extending across it, to prevent 
pencils, pens, ete., froma rolling off. and should also be provided with a per- 
manent ink-stand or well. The Perfection Ink-well is a rery excellent one 
and has many advantages over the órdinary imk-giand, among which are, that 
it does not rise above the desk.

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After furnishing the School-room with seats, you will need à Waree 
PAIL and several TUMBLERS; and a SLOP BUCKET to receive the water ustally 
thrown on the floor by children after drinking; and if there is no well con- 
venient to ihe School-house, one should be provided. A Broom and 
DUSTING BRUSHES are very necessary, and to keep children clean, and learn 
them habits of personal cleanliness, vou should provide a WASH-BASIN, with 
Soap and TowELS, and no scholar should ever be allowed to take his seat 
with dirty hands and faces. It will cost but little to provide a Scraper and 
Mar for children to clean their feet before entering the School-room, and 
the teacher should always see that they do so. 

In winter you will seed a Srove, and it should be provided with an 
EVAPORATING DISH, which should always be supplied with fresh, pure water; 
& SHOVEL and Tonas, and ASH-PAIL, are necessary; and the School-room 
ought to have a THERMOMETER, by which" the temperature of the room may 
be regulated. 

As punctuality is one of the cardinal virtues, and to teach children the 
importance of it, let there be a CLOCK provided, and all of the exercises of 
the School-room have a specific hour; then no pupil can have an excuse for 
the non-performance of duties at the proper time, and the teacher saved from 
much annoyance by classes being behind.in their studies, and each class can 
have its ewn, and ample time for recitation without encroaching upon the 
time of another class, 


BLACK-BOARDS, 


After providing the foregoing, the next thing necessary is a BLACK- 
BOARD. There are but few of the exercises of the Schoel-room but can bé 
elucidated much more readily by its use, and a teacher who isable to draw 
well, can make it take the place in a great measure of other apparatus, 

The Black-hoard should be as large as possible, and if the house is built 
on the plan of Fig. 1, page 151, should be made the length of the room ; two 
feet from the floor, and five feet wide, is a very convenient size. Smaller 


Black-boards can bó placed between the windows, and in all cases a trough 
should be placed beneath the Board to catch the dust and to hold the chalk, 


wipers, wands or pointers, 

Black-boards may be made of good thoroughly seasoned Pine ae glued 
together, with good stiff cleats on the back; plain the surface perfectly smooth 
and then paint it thoroughly with the best kind of black paint, mixing with 
the last coat a quantity of pulverized pumice-stone, to make the-surface 
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alightly gritty, so that ehalk marks can be. easily made and dispctly seen, 
Vapaish, or a gnooth glasay surface must be avoided. The following, recipe ` 
for a paper surface blagk-board, is from BARNARD Scugor ARCHITECTURE, 
and is mueh cheaper than any othar here dgsoribed i: “Cover the surface 
smoothly with ordinary wall-paper, taking care to remoye all inequalities; 
then cover ib with the followiug somposiitionyyyind a.quantity of lamp-black 
in alcohol, to entirely free it from lamps; mix with. it the flour of emery and 
spirit vareish, using a sufficient amount of lamp- blaok and emery to give the 
required black sad abrading gurface; and the var nish should contain only 
sufficient gam to hold the ingredients tagether, and confine the composition 
te the wall The composition can be applied with a common paint-brash, 
The surface should be thoroughly dry and hard before using. 

Blackwalls may be made upon a brick wall, or upon plastering, by mixing 
with the ordinary “hard finish; a suffieiqnt quantity of lamp-black disolved 
in alchohol to make the entire mass perfectly black. It is best to have 
feshly calcined plaster, and have it put on by a workman whois accustomed 
to laying on hard-finish, to secure a good result,

Of the world, United States, Territory and County, should be provided for

immediately about the School-hgquse, so ag jo give the pupils an idea of the 
uses of Maps, and as a basis for more extended instrugtion in Geography:

In an admirable little work entitled “The Teacher and the Parent,’ by 
Charles Northend, an anecdote is related, which well illustrates the impor- 
tance of having some kind of apparatus, no matter how simple,toaid in illus- — 
trating the subjects taughtin ou? Common Schoools: “A gentleman took up 
an apple to show a neice, sixteen years of age, who had studied Geography for 
several years, something about the shape and motion of the earth. She looked 
at him for a few minutes, and sajd with much earnestness: ‘Why Unele, 
you don’t really mean to say that the earth turns ronnd, do you?’ ‘Certainly; 
did you not learn that several years ago?’ ‘Yes, sir, said she; ‘I learned 
it, but I never knew it before.’ Now it is obvious that this yeung lady . 
had been laboring several years on the subject of Geography, and groping in 
total darkness, because some kind friend did not show her, at the out-set, by 
some familiar illustration, that the earth actwally turned round.” And it is 
i 23 
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to oall the attention of School officers to the importance of providing an aux- 
iliary so necessary in imparting instruction to children, that I applied to

Do not understand me as inculcating the idea that a large amount of ex- 
pensive apparatus is necessary for the success of a School; many simple 
things in every day use oan be employed by an ingenius teacher, to illustrate 
many of the principles of scienee without expense, but to explain others, ap- 
paratus is absolutely neceseary,—and,;the following is, I believe, as good as 
ean be purchased anywhere for the priee, and much cheaper than can be got.

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School Libraries. . 


Last winter the Legislature repealed the sections of the School Law which 
provided for the purchase and maintenance of School Libraries, on the plea 
of economy (7). This was certainly a retrograde movement in our School 
system, and as far as I have been able to ascertain the opinions of the people 
throughout the territory, it has been very generally condemned. 

In those States im which the District Library plan has boen adopted the 
great majority of the people could not be induced to give up their books, or 
abandon the system, which, by law, gives them annual contributions to their 
libraries. 

As an instanos illustrative of the strong feeling of attachment with which 
these Librarles ara regarded where they have been established and tested, 
and how eheerfully the expense is borne by the people, I eite the following 
from an excellent address by Prof. Ruap of the Wisconsin State University. 
in which he said; “I will give the substance of a conversation which I had 
during my recom visit to Indiana: while in the Auditor’s Office, examining 
the most beautiful series of books—the Indiana School Library. A farmer 
from the remossst township in the oounty oame in—after a little, I said to 
him, ‘Gentry, yeu are heavily taxed here in Indiama, I have heen running 
away to Wisceusin where they have ne old dead horses in the form of canals 
te pay for, and no interest to pay on bonds which our sharp Indiana Com- 
missioners were cheated out of, ‘Well,’ said he, ‘we are heavily taxed, and 
this year, with our short crops and hard prices, it is as much as we can do 
in our neighborhood to pay our taxes.’ ‘But.’ I said to him, ‘it will be the 
policy of this Legislature te diminish taxation.’ He said ‘in all mercy he 
hoped so. ‘They will begin on your extravigant school system. Now look 
at these heeks—what is the nse of them? Do they do a particle of good? 
‘Let them,’ said he, *eut off what olse they please—let them even cut off the 
whole school tax beside, buz the books we must have, He then told ure, that 
the books had done his neighborhood more good, and had produced a greater 
change in the habits of families, than any other means of improvement which 
had ever been brought to bear upon the people.” 

And so it will be in Nebraska. The people will never complain of the 
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small tax of one tenth of one mill, which was provided in the sections repeal- 
ed. The small pittance of one dollar upon a valuation of ten thousand dollars 
would never be considered as onerous, when the benefits to be derived there- 
from are so clearly manifest; and which dollar, if expended according to the 
mode prescribed, would purchase three well bound volumes, or one volume 
each year for every three children in the Territory, and which would form a 
nucleus for a good library in a few years. By private purchase the same 
books would cost from one to one and a half dollars per volume. 

At present there are but few libraries, (and those very limited in variety,) 
in the Territory, and even these are not always accessible to the poor man, 
who as a general thing would like to read, (if he had the opportunity,) quite 
as well as his more fortunate neighbor, How many men there are, (and 
women t00,) who for want of a good book to read at home spend their time 
in idleness and gossiping, or in playing some useless game at cards or in 
other debasing amusements, for want of something better with which to 
occupy their minds. 

The influence of good books upon the young cannot be too highly estimat- 
ed. Such stories as the friendship of Damon and Pythias.the purity and 
patiiotism of Washington, the indomitable perseverance of Franklin, cannot 
be read by young persons without inspiring them with a laudable ambition, 
and encouragement to meet and battle with the difficulties they may in after 
life eneounter, and make them better men and women. More can often be 
learned of Geography in one careful perusal of a good volume of travels or 
voyages, than weeks of labor over a dry text book upon that subject, because 
the latter is presented as a fas and is generally buta mass of figures and 
statistics, which are often very dificult to recollect} while the former are 
usually written in a pleasing style and well calculated to impress its facts 
upon the memory of the reader. Would it not be more wise to furnish the 
youth now growing up to take our places in.the busy scenes of life, with 
books in which good moral lessons may be learned from the examples of 
great and good men whose lives are fit subjects for imitation; or books in 
which the structure and beauties of the heavens; the earth and the seas are 
described and explained, and in which the youug may read and learn of that 
Omnipotent Power that doeth all things well, atid be thereby led to feel and 
realize their own insignifieance in comparison with the immensity of the’ 
boundless universe; books on science and art, of history, travels, biography, 
poetry and a few well selected works of fiction; rather than that their minds 
should be given up to reading (because they can get no better,) the "yellow: 
covered literaiure that has of late years flooded the country, with such title» 
as “The Pirates Own Book;” or the flashy stories by Sylvanus Cobb and 
authors of the same stripe, to be found in the literary family newspapers of 
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the day, with sack titles as “Roderiques Scuboberino, the sage Astrologer, or 
ths Insane Mantac of Chimborazo: A tale of Love! Mysteryl! and RevengellP™. 

The evil effects of such books upon the minds of youth, can most generally 
be readily seen in the life and cogduct of those who most uso them, in the 
desire which they create to Initate the hero of the tale and thereby become 
the robber, pirate, sickly sentimentalist or spirit rapper so vividiy painted 
upou the imagination by such reading. 


I have known men and -wemen, whose years should have taught them 
better things, running a 


har apuru-rappings, tadle-tippdngs, ete., wlio have 
"Pd they were told and read ghost and spiritual 
manifestation stories, whieh made impressions upon their minds and pro- 
duced x belief in them, they have mever been able to obliterate in after life, 
I knew a lady once who confessed that she had never been able to overcome 
the impression, when alone at night, that some banditti would oarry her off 
through the window, and that at such times she was perfectly miserable. 

"This impression was produced by reading, when a sehool-girl, a tale in which 
the heroine was said to have been carried off in that manir, and was deep- 
ened. by the imprudent threats of her mother, who would affright her with 
the idea thai some one would serve hey in the same way, unless she would 
promptly obey her command. 

I beliave there is no auxiliary so well caleulated to incite aud keep alive 
an interest among the people, in the great work of Education, as that of 
good DISTRIOr SCHOOL LIBRARIES; and I do hope that the Legislature will 
restore those sections of the School law which provided for them, 


&

'l'eacher's Institutes. 


Teaching should blesgarded as an honorable profession; and when pro- 
perly viewed, it is the most important office in the social institutions of an 
enlightened and eivilized people, In order to appreciate the important posi- 
tion occupied in the community, by the teacher of Common Schools, it is 
only necessary to remark that he, ina great measure, educates and gives 
eharacter and future direction, to the mind of the youth of the country.— 
Like the clay in the hands of the potter, the minds of the youth are, to some 
extent, in the power of the teacher. Ft isthe young, tender, pliable minds of 
children upon which he has te operate, and which he in part moulds and 
shapes for future life. He takes eharge of them at that period of life when 
it is well known by both observation and experience, that as habil of indus- 
try or idleness—of attentive study ór indolence—of moral rectitude or digr-o 
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gard of moral excellence—of intelleébual research or disregard of intellectual 
improvement, are acquired, so ín a great méasure will be the life at maturity 
and at advanced age. His example and teachings are greatly caleniated to 
imprimi on the tender, plastic mind, lasting impressions, —and whether these 
impressions will lead to the developement of good or evil prinoiplesin the 
future man, depends materially upon whether the funetions of the teacher 
have been properly er improperly performed. Ifthen the office of a teacher 
is one of such importance in sesial institations, how very important it is that 
it should be filled with persons who are éompetent in every point of view. 
And in order to attain this competency, it will be found that the art of 
teaching is a science which will require as much patient industry and study, 
as perhaps any other profession. Look atafew of his duties, It is the office of 
a good teacher to govern withont the appearanoe of harsh restraint, and to give 
instruction intelligently, and excite in the minds of his pupils a desire for 
the acquisition of knowledge; to inculcate good, moral conduct by both 
precept and example, and to enforce in a proper manner the practioe of prin- 
ciples of honesty, truth and virtus, But, how oan one be such a teacher 
who has mot acquired the art of government, and of imparting knowledge 
intelligently ? . 

Literary and scientific attainments, although essential are not of them- 
selves enough to make a good teacher. To be successful he must have ac- 
quired some knowledge in the art of teaching, and of government in the 
School room. This is best attained in a Normal School, and in the absence 
ofsuch, the next best School for such purpose, is found in a properly con- 
ducted Teacher's Institute. Indeed sneh an Institute seems to be an indispen- 
sable agency in the prosperity of a School system; and no one who is at all 
acquainted with its operations amd its benéficent influence on teachers and 
public sentiment, can for a moment, doubt its vital importance. One week 
annually spent by the teachers of a ¢ounty, under the instruction of good 
Educators, who thoroughly understands the modus op@randi of such Insti- 
tute, would reflect a vast benefit on the Sehools of the eounty, and would 
more than ten-fold repay the patrons of the Schools all the expenses attend- 
ing such week's instruetiüh: i 


Such a Sehoo! of instruction would need only to be seen to be approved by — 
all. It would be discovered that, im some measure, “it would do for the 
teacher what the direetions of a master workman does for the future mechanic;
